In Bagking Carranza 


V I L L A ISTPEACEABLE 
Tells Reporter He Was Car- 


ranza's Excuse For Main- 
taining Big Army

ORTIZ, Chihuahua, Mexico, May 14. 


— Francisco Villa, regarded as an out- 
law by the United States, but never- 
theless one of the most powerful fac- 
tors In revolution-torn Mexico granted 
to the International News Service, the 
first newspaper Interview he has given 
out since 191 4. 


In it he blamed President Wilson 


for many of the troubles Mexico has 
undergone during the past few years. 
declaring that he committed a "grave 
error" in placing faith in Carranza, 
and advocated the Investment of for- 
eign capital in Mexican enterprises as 
the surest means to place that country 
in a position of peace and prosperity. 
He also discussed the present, revolu- 
tion in detail and what he believes it 
means to ihe hopes and aspirations of 
the Mexican people. 


The interview was obtained as 
the 


result of a special invitation extended 
to the writer to visit Villa here. The. 
writer enjoyed the companionship of 
the bandit' leader when he was chief 
of the rebels in northern Mexico in 
1914. during the Carranza revolution. 


Arriving at Ortiz the writer was 


met. by an armed guard of eight men 
who escorted him southeastward 
to 


ViHa's camp, where he renewed his 
friendship 
with 
the 
unconquerable 


brigand chieftain after 
a lapse 
of 


more than six years. 


"Pancho" who was in the best ot 


spirits and a most friendly humor, told 
the writer that ho had decided 
to 


make known to the world, and espec- 
ially to the American people, the pofr 
icy which in l.ho future would grfide all 
of Iiis actions, now that his arch en- 
emy, Venustiano Carranza, had been 
forced to abandon his seat of govern- 
nient in the national capital. 


"To begin with," said Villa, "It does 


my heart good to 'know that, the re- 
action has set in, and that the Ameri- 
can government has received the jolr. 
due It, -as the result of its recognition 
of the Carranza regime. 


"In fact, I am surprised that, the so- 


called first chief of the constitutional- 
ists remained in power as long as he 
did, as I hart predicted his downfall 
long before this and a cancellation by 
the American government, of its recog- 
nition of his defticto government. 


"I endeavored four years ago. after 


my split with C'arranza, to point out 
the grave error your president was 
committing In placing trust and faith 
in this, traitor of Mexican people, who 
not only lias been sapping the life 
blood of a struggling nation but. who, 
also, has been continually looting the 
treasury 
and heaping 
unwarranted 


taxation upon the masses. Why did

The demand for newsprint today is in 
excess of the production of the news- 
print machines of the United States 
and 
the 
tonnage 
imported 
from 


Canada. 
The sudden increase in gen- 


oral and local advertising which start- 
ed in the early part of 1019, created a 
demand on the part, of 
publishers 


which the maniifaCUirers were physi- 
cally unable to satisfy. 


It Is Impossible to state accurately 


the exact quantity of newsprint con- 
sumed in the United States during last 
year, over and above the total produc- 
ion of the United State? mills and the 
tonnage importprl rrom <';tnad:>. 
This 


is because the records of production 
include wail-paper and side runs. The 
quantity of sidF-nins and wall-paper 
is variously estimated at from 
<"> to 30 


per cent, of the total production and 
there are no records kept to deter- 
mine the quantity with exactness. 


It is true, however, that, the tota.1 


production of the United States mills 
of 1.375.000 tons and the 0,24,000 tons 
imported from Canada were used to 
satisfy the demand of the publishers 
in 1919. And besides this, mill inven- 
ories or the stocks of paper on -hand 
not yet. shipped, were decreased 10,- 
000 tons, and the stocks of 
news- 


print held in reserve by leading pub- 
Ushers of the United States, as re- 
ported to the Federal Trade CbmmiF- 
sfon, decreased 53.000 tons during the. 
year. 
The sum of these twit figures. 


or 63.000 tons, can be accepted as the 
minimum by which production 
and 


importations fell below consumption. 


These figures prove conclusively the
